Hither- 
to there hhs always been sufficient 


doubt as to the respective merits of ! 


the challengers and the challenged 
playing for the Stanley Cup, so chat 
adverse criticism might be set down 
to disappointment, In this Case, 
however, there was no question as to 
the respective abilities of the twe 
teams. The Rat Portage men were 
undouttedlIy and admittedly che bet- 
ter players; and ‘while explanations 
of the fact that they did not win are 
necessarily umsatisfactory it is: still 
desirable that the reasons should be 
cublicly known. 

The Ottawa team has. not only 
been trained to play hockey, but have 
alsa been trained even nrore  system- 
atically and thoroughly in the art 
of futting their opponents out of 
business by physical disability. There 
are certain tricks which may with 
due care be successfully played which 
will have the effect of disabling an 
opponent without attracting the at- 
tention of a referee, especially if the 
referee does not want to have his 
attention attracted. This was the 
specialty of the Ottawa team, and 
accounts for the fact that they are 
teday chamrions of Canada. 

The proof is simple. Under western 
rules two referees are required, one 
to watch the puck, i'the other to 
watch the players. Under eastern 
rules only one referee is required. it 


watch the puck, leaving the players 
largely to their own devices. 

first match between tthe teams was 
played under western rules, with two 
referees, the result being a score of 9 
to 3 in favor of the challengers. The 
second game was played under east- 
ern rules, with a sedre df 4 to 2, in 
favor of the home team. The third 
game was played half under western 
and half under eastern rules. Inthe 
first half under western rules, the 
Rat Portage men were easy winners. 
In the second half under eastern rules, 
they lost by a shot.. Most of them 
were seriously damaged and some 
actually disabled during the last half. 
They did not complain, and possibly 
had no reason to, as they played un- 
der the rules and the rules practically 
permitted the Otttawa men to use the 
peculiar training .which they had 
made a specialty of for so tong, to 
the best advantage. 

No one suggésts for an instant that 
had the three matches been played 
under western rules—-that is had it 
been hockey. not slugging—the Rat 
Portage would have won, and won 
easily. It may be said that slugging 
was as fair for one as for the other, 
and certainly the Rat Portage men 
did not leave everything in that line 
to the Ottawa men in the last half, 
but the Zacts are that the Rat Por- 
tage men were trained to play and 
the Ottawa men trained to slug, with 
the natural result that when the 
players came against ‘the sluggers 
ind the latter had the advantage in 
the referee, the players were out of it 
The results of these matches demon- 
strated the facts above stated so 
clearly that there is a general ten- 
dency in the east now to adopt the 
western rule of two referees. Cer- 
tainly it is simply foolishness for a 
team who have trained to play hock- 
ey to challenge a team who have 
trained to slug, under rules which 
practically permit the slugg2r to play 
his peculiar game without set or hin- 
drance.

Yin Kow, Wedesday, March 22.— 
i- }-m. via Tien Tsin 26.J)— iedd 
Marsnal Marquis Oyama today gave 
bis first interview since coming inte 
ibe field. He refused ia discuss the 
probability of peace. 

“1 am only a soldier,” he said, “not 
a politician. The Japanese government 
will arrange terms of peace when the 
time comes. We were forced to fight 
this war in the interests of inter- 
mational feace, and for the safety 
of our country. Personally, | have 
a high regard for the Russians. They 
are soldiers. The officers and men 
are brave and able and fight well. 
During the war between China and 
Japan I was the commander of the 
army which captured Port Arthur. 
With a division and a half of troops 
we took the city in five hours. The 
result and time shows the wonder- 
ful difference between the Russians 
ind the Chinese, with whom we had 
previous experience. But our urmy, 
both soldiers and officers, performed 
their duty as Japan knew they 
would. } was Minister of War for 
japan for sixteen years during the 
time the comser'tion jaws were 
gassed. I have closely watched the 
making of the Japanese army which 
has proved whnt I say. Officers and 
men have fulfilled every bore I be- 
lieved they would in the olden days 
when the Japamese army was com- 
posed of the Samuri, professional 
fighting men.

A THEME OF GREar INTEREST 


eee 
People of the Western States deeply 
interested in the Country.—Heavy 
Immigration Movement. 
—— a" 
Calgary, March 27.—Col. G. 0, Por 
ter, in writing from Omaha, upon the 


great movement ta the Canadian 
Northwest, says: 


This is tht centre of the tremen- 
dous movement towands the Cana- 
dian Northwest, Hundreds of farm- 
ers and stockmen from Kansas, Mis- 
sori, Iowa and Nebraska are gather- 
ing here for the tric northward, The 
district tributary. to Qmaha, has 
erobably furnished more substantial 
settiers for Manitoba, Assiniboia and 
Alberta in the past three years ihan 
all other parts of the central west 
combined, There are sound reasons 
for this estimate too, because the 
country from which this element is 
drawn is similur in many respects to 
that of the Canadian West, For in- 


J 


@ance, Nebraska and Kansas bat a 
generation ago was the semi-arid 
megion of the vast prairie plateau 
between the Missouri river and the 
Rocky Monnthnins, Today it is a2 
pert of the wheat and corn Lelt, and 
the farmers of these semi-arid quar- 
ter sections supply nine-tenths of 
the fine beef that goes into the creat 
stockyards of Chicago. Tha same 
men who were the pioneers of this 
section are today moving inte Al- 
berta, and Assiniboia, to repeat what 
they did here. 

Last night [ went > Sg to the 
great central hay market of South 
Omaha, ten miles south of the city 
pf Omtha. Here all farmers and 
travelers passing overland gather to 
axrange their journeys of eight hun- 
dred to ten hundred mites te the 
Oanadian Northwest, There were 
over a hundred big wagons, pat 
drawn by cight fine mutes, all nak- 
img ready to start overland for West- 
ern Canada. These men for ‘his part 
of the central west follow practically 
the old trail to Fort Benton, and 
then due north, keeping mast of the 
time in the Missowimi river valley, f 
talked with a. number of these farm- 
ers, and most of them were off for 
Lethbridge, Edmonton, Calgary or 
Red Deer, There is a, popular im- 
pression that the people of the Unit- 
ea States are uninformed as’ to the 
conditions grevailing in Western 
Oaniaida. That may be true as ta 
the wapk and file, but it certainly 
does mot apply to the farming cle- 
ment of the Missouri valley, The sat- 
Mosphere that has been created by 
the Western Canada Immigration 
‘Association is largely respensible for 
this eduention of the rural districts, 
Mist of these would-be settlers bave 
their pockets stuffed with’ literature 
—daily papers—which tell of the “last 
reat West.” and the splendid 
chances for investment. 

One can scarcely realize the aston- 
fishing interest throughout the cen- 
tral western States in Canadian af- 
fairs until he has travelled over Neb- 
maska, South Dakota, Missouri or 
fows. It is the talk in the noiels, 
tthe dining cars, the day coaches, at 
the depots and wn the strects. 

The advertising that the Grand 
Trunk Pacific and provincial auton- 
omy problem hus given the Canadian 
Worthwest in this region is incon- 
ceivable, This favorable advertising 
has come at the best time to stimu- 
fate the movements of the new set- 
tiers. The papers—the big metropol- 
itan dailies—that might be expected 
to restrain as far as possible those 
who go to a foreign country, are 
publishing columns of matter daily 
about Canada for its pews value 
purely. They realize that the public 
eye is on Canada, and they are cat- 
ering to the public taste. At Chi- 
cago, St. Lomis, and Kansas City, 
the reporters send their cards to the 
room of the man who registers from 
the great Canadfan West almost Rs 
soon as the ink is dry om the hook.

While having no desire to find 
cause for quarrel! with His Worshir 
the mayor, or the city council, the 
Bulletin. very respectfully, but »one 
the» dess emphkitioally, takes the 
ground that special meetings of this 
public ‘body should be publicly an- 
mounced. It 4s not @ontended that 
the Ietter of this obligation will be 
founa im the city charter, but it ‘4s 
submitted Ahat it is thoroughly in 
keepimg with the spirit and purpose 
of eVery clause of the charter touch- 
ing the relationship of the city coun- 
cil amd the public, and that the fail- 
ure to so announce such meetings is 
to frustrate by practice the ends 
whith the charter seeks to secure by 
law, The @pparent and unmistak- 
able purpose Of the charter in this 
respect is that the fullest informa- 
tion shall be given the citizens re- 
warding civic affairs and to transact 
the public business in a manner 
which prevents the prompt and full 
publication of this infetmation is To 
practically annul this portion of the 
charter. 

The aldermen might well make 
grovision for the accomplishment of 
the purpose of the charter by adopt- 
fnz the rule thkt the press be duly 
motified of all special meetings of 
the council.
